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Lantern Hill and Hillsborough. These two heights 
stand to the eastward of the town of Ilfracombe. 
Lantern Hill is crowned by an old Chapel of St. 
Nicholas, and shows a light at high water all the winter 
months. Hillsborough’s superior height protects 
Lantern Hill as Lantern Hill protects the harbour, 
and from it may be obtained a fine view along the 
coast. 
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
